The general was arrested and taken to jail but 
afterwards bailed. He is now at his home, 
and the excitement has subsided. 


VIRGINIA. 

RiIcHMOND, Ya., November 5,~ The weather 
opened cloudy this morning, but cool. Indications 
are that a full vote is being polled throughout the 
state. Both parties in the city had their forces at 
the polls early, but while democrats have been rot- 
ing steadily the negroes have not as yet turned out 
in their wsuai strength at this hour. Contrarv to 


‘the expectation of many, upto noon not aripple of 


discord has occurred between the two parties. The 
democrats are iu high feather, and appef? confident 
of victory bya large majority. Therepublicansare 
not feltering in their belief of success, but they will 
not name figures, alleging that it is too earlyin the 
day. Much interest is manifested in the election, 
and but little business is being transacted. Many 
of those who have already voted have begun to 
gather in knots on the streets, and others to visit 
aewspaper offices, vainly searching for election 
news, which is as yet scant with professiunal gath- 
erers. 

At Danville the weather was clear and balmy. 
The voting on both sides was lively; the whites for 
McKinney and the negroes for Mahone, almost to 
aman. Several negroes were arrested for trying to 
vyote double ballot One negro attempted to votea 
batch of six tickets folded into;,one. 

At Charlotisyilie the weather was bright, The 
yoting fast. There has been no disturbance except 
the arrest of negroes for interference with voters. 

At Roanoke the day opened beautifully and the 
weather fine. A very fall vote polled. 

At Harrisonburg, the weather was fine. The 
vote is not quite as full as at this time last year. 
Many white and colored republicans voted against 
Mahone. Pretty full vote being polled; colored vote 
is nearly soltd for Mahone. Democrats will proba- 
bly carry city by 150 majority. Hume (dem.) for 
house of delegates will likely be elected. 

Fairfax county, it is thought, will go democratic 
by a small majority. Dispatches from Fauquier re- 
port that McKinney received a heavy vote. 

At Lynchburg the weather was beautiful, and a 
heavy vote was polled, A great many negroes voted 
the democratic ticket. The democrats will carry 
the city by @ largely increased majority, 

The fact developed today.that while: the demo- 
cratic parade was in progress last nigbt the republi- 
cans were busily engaged shoving circnlars and re- 
publican tickets under the doors of white working 
men, appealing-to them to support Mahone.

bulletins, and at least 20,000 people are on the 
streets yelling for their favorites.

CAMPBELL CARRIES THE STATE.

HOW THEY VOTED. 


,The Manner in Which the Ballots Were Cast 
’ in Cincinnati, 

CINCINNATI, Novempeér 5.—The election in 
Cincinnati and Hamilton county was under 
control of the board of elections. They ap- 
point and control all registrars, judges and 
clerks and see that both partiesare fairly rep- 
resented in those appointments. oting 
can only be done after registration and 
that work is so carefully guarded that 
no loopholes for successful fraud have yet been 
found. A hundred feet on each. side of the 
voting place a line is stretched across the side- 
walk, which is marked by a flag. Within the 
space thus marked no ticket holders are al- 
lowed; only the voter, who is thus enabled to 
reach the polis, undisturbed, and deposit his 
vote. The plan works perfectly, and only two 
or three arrests were made during the day. 
These were for disorderly condact and one for 
an attempt to vote illegally. 

The challenging committee, the number 
regulated by the board of elections and sup- 
plied with books containing printed lists of the 
registered voters, were ready to make it un- 
pleasant for any enterprising repeater who 
tried to introduce the proceedings of elections 
under the old regime. Quite early in the day 
Governor Foraker, who is a resident of pre- 
cinect “‘C,’’ ward 26, on Walnut hills, went to 
tke polls with General Hall, of Maine, and 
there deposited his ballot. 

The polls closed at 4 p. m., and after that the 
boys had the streets, and used them in burning 
barrels, with no reference to news. 

OHTLO. 

CotumsBus, O., November 5.—The election 
in Columbus was one of the most quiet ever experi- 
enced in this city. The monotony was scarcely 
varied by an incident worthy of note. The weathur 
was superb and the republicans, early, thought this 
wasan omen of success. The registration maechin- 
ery made the voting qe of form rather than excite- 
ment. Indications are that the registered vote was 
well gotten out. The polis did not close until six 
o’clock, and nothing better than surmises is to be 
had at thishour (8p.m.) The republicans, how- 
ever, are frarful of the result. A tally has been 
kept on the head of the ticket in one precinct of the 
sixth ward, (republican) Columbus, and it shows 
that the republicans scratched Foraker, and the 
republican voteis about 100 short. Should other 
precincts of the city show anything like this falling 
off, and the strong work against the head of the 
ticket, the republican defeat can be nothing but 
ov rwhelming. 

Cotumpus, Ohio, November 5.—Notwith- 
standing the fine weather, the vote seems slow in 
getting out, The democrats claim that tardiness is 
principally on the part of the republicans as a 
check off from their polls shows good average per 
cent of the democratic vote aiready in at 1 p. m. 
The polls in Columbus do not close till 6 p. m., and 
plenty of time renfains for getting out the nearly 
full registered vote. The democrats have no ad- 
vantage in registering. 

Returns from the state have been so slow that 
the state cominittees baye been unable to make 
any exact statements as tothe results of the elec- 
tion on either state or legislature. The republican 
state executive committee received returns in the 
city hall and announced the yote to an immense 
throng. 

The democratic state committee had no hall, re- 
ceivirg news at its rooms, but the local committee 
had quite crossed in another part of the city. Goy- 
ernor Foraker came up from Cincinnati tonfght, 
but wasso fatigued that he bad to goto his home 
and rest. A private wire was run into his ‘office

The 
county districts bave not been heard from toany 
extent, Weare sure of holding our own there, and 
are likely to make gains. A very liberal estimate is 
an average democratic gain outside of Hamilton 
county of 44 votes to the precinct, which would 
elect Governor Foraker by 1,500 to 2,000 plurality.” 

One hundred and one of one hundred and seventy 
preciacts in Cincinnati gave Campbell a plurality of 
2,610. This indieates for city and county a majority 
for Camp\ell of 4,386, which will be a democratic 
gain in Hamilton county of 11,000, This would leave 
a little over 12,000 in other portions of the state to 
be overcome by Campbell.

SENTENCES PASSED BY THE UNITED 
STATES COURT 


Upon Violators of the Internal Revenue 
Laws—An Accident to a Train-—Other 
Gossip of the Central City.

Macon, Ga., November 5.-[Special.]-A num 
ber of defendants chafged with violations of 
the internal revenue laws, who had been al- 
lowed to give bond and go home to make their 
crops, reported in the United States court to- 
day and Judge Speer passed sentence upon 
them. Ira Howard, John J. Ennis, Robert J. 
Mangham, Roberts H. Evans, were each 
sentenced to one month’s imprisonment in 
the Bibb couuty jail and to pay 
a fine of one hundred dollars 
and costs, J. W. M. Denhem was sentenced to 
one month’s imprisonment in jail and to pay a 
fine of $200 and costs. J. F. Polk and James 
B. Parker were committed to jail to serve out 
the remainder of their sentences passed by the 
court last summer. Argumentin the cases of 
Nussbaum & Co., against the Northern As- 
surance company of London, and other insur- 
ance companies, was resumed. Thecase was 
not concluded today and hearing will be re- 
sumed tomorrow, 

Yesterday an accident happened to the 
south-bound freight and accommodation train 
on the Covington and Macon road, between 
Machen and Godfreys.

The Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
has fenced in the encroachment on Fifth 
street recently granted to the road by the city 
council. Houses on the street are being 
moved, the street staked off, and general! 
preparations being made to lay the track of 
the Georgia southern along Fl{th street to the 
fine site on Fifth, between Plum and Pine, 
where the road's freight and passenger depots 
will be erected. 

Yesterday there was some consternation 
about the burnt Schofield building, on Poplar 
street, over the discovery of a huge live rattle- 
snake among the ruins.

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STILL FAR APART’ 
THD.OUNFERENCE COMMITTEES UN- 
ABLE TU AGREE YESTERDAY. 


They May Split the Difference in Time To- 
day—The Geological Survey and the 
Lunatic Asylum Bills. 


The conference committees were unable to 
agree yesterday. They seemed to be getting 
farther apart but may split the difference in 
time today. 


The sonate did a big day’s work yesterday. 


Forty-five bills were passed and about forty 
read the first and second times. 


‘ Twenty-one bills were passed in less than an 
our. 


While the conference committee is wrest- 
ling with the lease bill there is a good work- 
ing majority in the senate doing business with 
neatness and dispatch. 

Eighty five bills were advanced a stage and 
there were two or three sprightly speeches on 
the way, The mostimportant of these was 


on the geological survey bill and the Thurman 
lunatic asylum bill. 


The Geological Survey. 


The geological survey bill came up on its 
passage with a committee amendmeut reducing the 
annual appropriation to $8,000. 

Senator Boyd supported the billin a short speech, 
explaining that the bill divided the state into three 
parts, north, middle and southern Georgia, in each 
of whith there was to be an expert geologist and 
mining engineer at work. ‘These experts were to 
report to the governor and state house officers who 
were to form a board to overlook the work. 

Senator sanford asked how much had been spent 
heretofore on geological surveys, and Senator Boyd 
said it was something between $40,000 and $50,000, 
fhe foriner survey, he sad, was a failure, but it was 
possible to get good men and it was the duty of the 
State house oflicers, forming the supervising board, 
to see that the engineers did their work well. 

Senator Ballard, whointroduced a similar méas- 
ure last session, warmly championed this bill, 

He said the legislature upto this time, had done 
nothing but tpend money, and now it was proposed 
that tney do something to make the veople of 
Georiga rich. It was a business proposition that 
appealed to every man in thesenate. The tax 
would not be perceptible; a man owing $:,000 would 
only bLave to pay one cent, the owner of $5.000 
would only pay five cents, a man worth $10,000, 
ten en aud a man worth $25,000, twenty-five 
cents, 

This was nothing when the millions and billions 
of wealth sleeping under the soil could be located 
and developed. Imperfect as the last survey was, 
and he admitted it to be a tailure, it is known that 
it bronght a million and halt of capital into Geor- 
gia. The people who owned the rich mineral lands, 
he said, did not, and could not, know their wealth 
without a survey, and were selling them tor 3 song 
to rich Capiialists who were sending their own ge- 
Ologists all over the state. 

Senator Hall said thag no more important blll 
than this had been presented to tois general assem- 
bly. It was not a local measure, but contemplated 
a survey of every foot of iand in the state, not only 
for minerals, but for timber, water power and marl 
deposits. He represented a part of the state be- 
tween the mineral regions of north Georgia and the 
timber landin the southern part of the state, and 
that middle section would probably be benefited 
less than any section of the state, but he felt, as he 
did in adyocuting the drainage of the Okefenokee 
swemp, that the improvement or development of 
property in any partof the state wasa benefit to 
the whole, for it Increased taxable values and made 
theaverage burden of taxation lighter on the 
whole state. 

He called attention to the great increase of values 
in Alabama since the geological surveys. 
At first their attempts at geological sur- 
veys were miserable failures, but they 
tried again and succeeded beiter. Take four eoun- 
ties in Alabama, he said—J+ Merson, Colquitt, Cal- 
boun and . In 1876 their taxable vaiues 
amounted to $65,774, and in 1878, alter the survey, 
their values were $262,482—$198,000 increase. The 
counties of Mobile, Dailas, Montgomery and Pike 
decreased during the same period from $290,838 to 
$228,421—a decrease of $02,000). 

Senator Sanford asked if, since the excitement in 
north Georgia over minerals, the owners of valua- 
ble mineral! property did not know it. 

Senator Hall said that no man but an expert could 
tell what was in the bowels of tha earth, or when it 
was fouud whether it was valuable or not. He 
could recall numbers of cases where the owners of 
valuable property had sold it for two, three or five 
dollars an acre, when it was rich in minerals and 
could not be bought from the present owners for 
$1,000 an acre. 

He called attention to the fact thatthe bill pro- 
hibited the mining engitieecr irom disclosing the Jo. 
cality of valuabie minerals to anv one but the land 
owner before the report was made to the governor 
and pubiished, 

The bili got twenty-one votes and Senator Eallara 
got it tabled temporarily. Itwill be reconsidered 
and probably passed this morning, asseveral friends 
of the bill wereabsent when it came to a vote. 


The Thurman bill to re-constitute the board of 
trustees of the lunatic asylum by increasing their 
number from five to ten and requiring that one be 
chosen irom eich congressional district came upon 
an adverse report, 

Senator Fitzzeralid moved to disagree to the re- 
port of the committee. 

Senatur Wiitlieid, who fought the measure last 
week with President GubBignon, renewed his for- 
mer argument agailst the bill in 
a spirited speech. He urged that with 
1,600 patients in an institution governed by regula- 
iivns made by the board of trustees, there were con- 
stantly occurring exigencies which demanded the 
preseace of the board in order to meet the case. 
This would be particularly true in case of epidemic 
contazgionorfilre. The superintendent had constant 
need to confer with the trustees, It would be im- 
possible jor him to confer often with non-resident 
trustees, and thus he would oiten be placed in per- 
plexing situations, where it would be bard to meet 
the urgent necessities of the case and conform to 
the reguiations of the board, 

The motion to disagree got twenty-three votes— 
enough to pass the bill if they are all there when it 
comes up, The bi]l was then under a suspension of 
rules, tuken up and read a secoud time. 


The Dead-Lock Still Holds.

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WHAT PRESIDENT DUBIGNOX SAID 


About the Resolution That Was Prepared, 
Bat Not Introduced in the Senate. 

The following remarks niade by President 
duBignon in the senate last Saturday, were printed 
in Sunday’s ConstrruTion, but by inadvertegce they 
were not separated from the preceding speech by 
any introductory statement that they were by Mr. 
duBigoon; and in that way they appeared asa part 
of Senator Bartlett's speech. 

They are reprinted here that Mr. duBignon may 
have credit for what he sald: 
“i*Mr, President; Wasthe statement made by the 
reporter literally true, Ido not kuow but what the 
suggested procedure would have been altogether 
legitimate warfare againsta measure to which the 
senators named were an me But the facts of ihe 

matter are, as they have n stated by the senators 
from the 26th and 224 districts. I have not hesitated, 
Mr. Presideut, to disclose to senators upon the floor 
at various times ay views upon this vexed question, 
I have not been reluctant to state that in my judg- 
ment there were certain incidental questions 
ing out of the contract of lease which sh 
settled. Lefere the. expiration the 
term of lease, and that the settlement of ruch 
uestions would inure.to the interests of 
estate. I have been ns come open inthe ayowal 
of au unalterable opposition to any measure which 
looked to the submission to any tribunal of the 
cluims of the lesseestor bettetments, strictly speaks 
ing. ‘In conversations at different times since the 
question was first agitated I have freely stated to 
those who appeared to be representing the interests 
of the lessees that I thought it best for both partics 
that the question of taxes and other similar ques- 
tions should be determined before the road was re- 
leased, but that I would never consent to submit to 
any court or commis-ion the claim which they had 
preferred against the state for the ‘bettered condi- 
tion of the road.’ I did not suppose, sir, that any 
one interested in the matter’ was unadvised of the 
views which I entertained upon it. I wasinformed 
on Thurday atternoon, just after the adjourninent, 
by the senator from the 23d (Sandford) that he in- 
tended moving the reference of the Whitfield reso- 
lutions and all pending amendments to a special 
committee, to consist of the senators from the 26th 
(tiall), the 22d (Barlett), the 20th (Whitfield), the 
42d (Harris), and myself, to prepare and report to 
the senate an acceptable suhstitute. With this in 
mind, I invited such of the senators mentioned, as 
I could see, to my room for the purpose of confer- 
ring with them, The senators from the 
26th and 22d districts came, and the 
result of our conference was the resolutions 
to which reference has been made. These resolu- 
tions, Mr, President, embody my yiews as to what 
is wise and prudentin the premises. They express- 
ly deny that the lessees have any claim for better- 
ments, but propose to submit to the courts of the 
state the other incidental quesiions to which I[ 
have referred. Ou the same evening—indeed, 
while the senator named and myself were consult- 
ing—one who is generally recognized as _ the repre- 
rentative of the lessees informed me that such -a 
substitute would not be acceptable to them, nor 
would they agree tosubmit it or litigate about any 
disputed questions, unless they were given the right 
t» insist upon their claim for betterments. This I 
told him 1 would never consent to, nor would 
those with whom I was in consul.ation, As our 
purpose was to harmonize existing differences and 
adjust the matier satisfactorily to both the state and 
the leasees, it no longer appeared practicable, and, 
so far as I was concerned, I dismissed the hope of 
accomplishing it. I became convinced that the 
real purpose of the lessees was not to setile auch 
questions as we were willing to submit, but was an 
effort to collect from the state a large sum for better- 
ments, for which I am satisfied the state does not 
owe them a dollar. 

‘This, si-, is the history of the whole matter so far 
as I have been connected with it, and is all that I 
desire to se.y upon it.”’

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FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


HON, K. L. BOONE, OF HALL, DIES 
MONDAY OF APOPLEXY. 


He Was Alone in His Koom—No Inquest 
Held—His Body Escorted Home by « 
Legisiative Committee. 


Hon. K. L. Boone, of Hall county, was 
found dead in his bed yesterday morning about 
8 o’clock. 

He had slept alone in the room, and had 
doubtless been dead several hours before the 
room was entered and his death made known. 

Mr. Boone was one of the most popular 
members of the legislature, and his death was 
a peculiarly sad one. 

The cause was apoplexy. | 

A numberof Mr. Boone’s colleagues and 
friends were at once notified, and steps taken 
for the immediate care of the body. 

The house of representatives appointed a 
committee, who conferred with the relatives 
in Gainesville, and then accompanied the 


body home. 

It is a sort of coincidence that Mr. Boone 
had intended going home yesterday, and did 
go as a Corpse on the very.train he had ex- 
pected to use. 

MISSED AT BREAKFAST 

Mr. Boone had been boarding at No. 24 
Houston street since the opening of the sum-~ 
mer session. He was a gentleman of quiet 
and dignified demeanor, and was seldom ab- 
sent from his meals or late in his hours of re- 


tirement, 

Monday evening he spent several hours with 
friends at the Kimbal house, and came in 
about half past ten o’clock to hisroom. He 
had been .rooming with Mr. Davie, of Hall, 


but the latter was out of the city. 

He was always su punctual at his meals that 
his absence created some discussion and 
the landlady sent a servant to his room to 


awaken him. 

It was understood that he was to go to his 
home in Gainesville yesterday, on important 
business, and that fact increased the anxiety 
of the lady of the house. 

A knock athis door received no response. 
Repeated knocks failed to awaken the :nmate, 
and the landlady, Mrs. Curtis, sent a 
servant to the sid® window of the 
room. The window was raised and 
the servant entered, finding Mr. Boone lying 
on his lefs side, with his arms folded under 
him. There was no atgn of a struggle, but it 
was evident that the man was dead. 

Dr. Ernest was called, felt of the pulse and 
pronounced the body lifeless beyond the power 
of resuscitation. ‘ 

Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, 
was summoned and he decided that the death 
was from natural causes, and no inquest was 
necessary. 

The body was covered with chrysanthe- 
mums, and other late blooming flowers, and at 
4:50 p. m. was sent to Gainesville by Under- 
taker Swift, who had charge of the remains. 

A Sketch of His Life. 

Kedor Lafayette Boone was born November 
14, 1839, in Forsyth county, Ga. 

His father was Mr. Ratliff Boone, a prom- 
inent and respected citizen of Forsyth county. 
Hon. K. L. Boone was one of a family ofseven 
children. He had three sisters and three 
brothers. 

When the war 
was one of the 
the first volunteer company from Hall 
county—Company A, the famous Mit- 
chell Guards. Be made a gallant soldier, his 
company being a part of the 11th Georgia 
regiment, Colquitt’s brigade. The Guards left 
Gainesville in June, 1561. 

llis wife was Miss M. E. Birdsong, of Vir 
ginia. The story of their first meeting and 
courtship is a pretty one. 

One day a group of school girls had stopped 
by the roadside in Virginia to watch the sol- 
diers pass. 

“That little gal in the blue dress,” remarked 
one of the soldiers, nodding towards the object 
of his remark, ‘‘looks like a Georgia gal.’’ 

This attracted Boono’s attention to the young 
lady, and he was struck by her girlish beauty 
and grace. 

“Tf I ever come back to Virginia to marry,”’ 
remarked Boone, presently, *'I’ll ask that girl 
in the blue dress to have me.,’’ 

Nothing mvre was said abont it, and not one 
of the soldiers expected ever to see one of the 
girls again. Nor did Boone. 

A mile or two further on the company was 
halted unexpectedly, and kept in camp “for 
some time. 

The soldiers were allowed to visit at the 
neighboring plantations, and on one such 
visits with a party of friends, young Boone 
met and recognized his “girl in the blue 
dress.”’ 

Before his company left they were engaged. 
A correspondence was Kept up as best it could 
bein war times. After the surrender Mr. 
Boone went to work in earnest, and nearly 
two vears later he went back to Virginia for 
his ‘‘girl in the blue dress.”’ 

That was January 22, 1867. 

His home since the war has been in Gaines- 
ville, one year excepted. That year was in 
Atlanta, 

He has been a successful merchant and was 
a very popular man at home. 

Mr. Smith, of Gwinnett, and Mr. Bell, of 
Forsyth, two of the legislative committee, 
said last night, writing from Gainesville: 

‘‘He was deacon in the Baptist church. He 
was a Mason and Odd Fellow, and was held 
in high esteem by these respective orders. He 
was a quiet, modest, unobtrusive man, not a 
politician, but for honest capacity and 
unswerving fidelity to the democractic party 
was unanimously nominated as one of Hall 
county’s representatives and elected by an 
overwhelming majority. He was true to his 
friends, kind and charitable. Always a de- 
voted husband and indulgent father and loved 
his home. and in his death the county has sus- 
tained and irreparable loss.’’ 

That expresses the sentiment of all that 
knew him. Itisa worthy tribute from two 
who knew him best.

Redding was arrested because of several se- 
rious charges against him, but the crimes that 
he has committed are innumerable. 

Many years ago he robbed a store at Hope- 
ell, Ala., and secured considerable booty. 
From there he went to Mount Holly, Miss., 
ghere he robbed the postoftice and secured a 
gonsiderable amount of money. For this he 
was sent to a federal penitentiary, but escaped 
by jumping through a window while the train 
wasin motion. He was recaptured and served 


his term. 
THEIR FIRST ADVENTURES. 

In 1868, Wileand Bob Redding and Lewis 
Travis shot Dr. Couch and Dr. Lovick, in 
Griflin, and large rewards were offered for 
them. The gang scattered, and Lewis Travis 
was shot while resiting arrest, by Captain 
Bkyles, in Nashville. He died on the way to 


Griitin. 

In 1870 Captain Couch, Sergeant Mike 
White, Patrolman Parrish and others met up 
with Wile Kedding, in the dark over on Peters 
street, aud Wile attempted to kill Captain 
Couch, Who shot him in the mouth, but he 
recovered from tie wound. Uncle Jimmie 
Parrish, then on patrol duty, captured Lob, 
and they found a lot of clothing that Bob and 
Wile had stolen. ; 

The officers were arrested on complaint of 
the negroes. and while tho officers were talking 
with a lawyer Bob got away. | 

The trial amounted to nothing, and Bob was 
recaptured, and he and W ile were seut up for 
twenty years each. Vy hile serving their terins, 
a negro named Stiles bureess, aisV servile a 
terin, shot a negro and tried to kill one of the 
guards. Bob saved the guard’s life aud was 
given a shorter teri forthe deed. 

That is how he got out of the penitentiary. 

Wile attempted to escape, was shot full of 
buckshot, but got away. 

After that Wile shot Patrolman Nig Simp- 
gon, on Peters street, aud the wound came 
near proving fatal. still lurking around At- 
Janta, anegro bamed Sol Sharp met and rec- 
ognized him,and W ile shot him in the leg, 
From that time he has been hiding out in 
other cities. 

Two pearsago Bob turned up at Culloden, 
Ga., where he robbed the store of J. M, Col- 
bert and secured alot of goods, among them a 
valuable shotgan, which detective George W. 
Shackleford afterwards recovered in Macon 
ani returned to Atlanta. From Culloden 
Redding went to Monticello, Ga., where he 
robbed the store of Jordan Bros. & Co. of a lot 
of goods. He next struck Smarrs, on the 
Centrai road, and robbed a store, the postofiice 
and express oilice. 

METHODIC ROGUERY. 

About this time Redding became embold- 
ened by success, and with two or three other 
thieves, rented an old schoolhouse on the 
outeredge of Vineville, where they rende- 
youzed. From this coigne of vantage they 
would sally fourth and rob a_ store, 
Beal a team from some farmer, 
move the goods to Vineville§ and 
then drive the team off a few miles and turn it

The finding of a stray team became of almost 
weekly occurrence in that vicinity. it was 
while there that they robbed a store at Flo- 
villa, were discovered and shot a citizen of the 
town, inflictibg a dangerous wound.

AUGUSTA 


Answers an Inquiry of the State Commis- 


sioner of Agriculture About Cotton Coy- 


ered With Cotton Cloth. 


Here are two letters of interest to farmers. 

Judge Henderson, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, makes some inquiries of Mr. James 
Tobin, of the Augusta cotton exchange, and 
in histeply that gentleman furnishes some 
interesting information. 

It seems that many farmers using cotton 
bagging for the purpose of strengthening the 
package, have been increasing the number of 
ties on the bale; and notwithstanding: the fact 
that this still leaves the covering lighter, and 
the net weight of cotton greater than if cov- 
ered with jute, the statement is made that it 
is the custom at some points in Georgia to de- 
duct two pounds for each tie in excess of six to 
the bale, the number ordinarily used. 

The commissioner of agriculture, who has 
been investigating the matter, was informed 
that in the Augusta market no’such deduction 
was claimed, and as it is a matter of moment 
to farmers at this time, he addressed a letter 
to Mr. Tobin. as stated above. 


Here is the letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 2, 1889.—Mr. James To- 
bin, President of the Augusta Cotton Exchange, 
Angusta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I learn that it is the cus- 
tom at some points in Georgia to deduct two pounds 
for each tie in exvess of those ordinarily used upon 
cotton, which I believe is about six ties to the bale. 
1 learn at the same time, though not authoritative- 
ly, that the Ange usta buy ers claim no deduction as 
above stated. But to be sure my information is cor- 
rect, [would be pleased to hear from you, as the 
head of the Augusia cotton exchange, the unmis- 
takable facts of the cause, 

The question being considered a matter of im- 
portance by ‘farmers, and the season rapidly ad- 
vancing for the delivery of cotton, I hope you will 
vuswer by return mail. Yours truly,

MR. TOBIN'’S REPLY 
was as follows: 

AUGUsTa, Ga., November 4th, 1889.—Hon. J. T. 
Henderson, Commissiouer of Agriculture, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: Your favor addressed to me as 
powge re of the cotton exchange received. While 

ain not now president.of the cotton exchange, | 
can answer your question, The number of bales 
comiue to Augusta with extra ties is very small, 
and there has been no action taken in the matter. 
nor any regular custom adopted, but in all cases 
where cotton covered in cotton bagging and having 
an extra number of ties, are sold to our 
factories, the weight of the extra ties must 
be deducted, as the factories pay an additional 
price for such cotton, and the additional price is 
paid in consideration of the increased net weight, 
which the extra ties would in part or wholly offset. 

his, of course, would be recognized by you or the 
owners of the cotton asclearly equitable. Augusta 
stands alone as the only city Inthe souththat pays 
an extra price for cotton covered in cotton barging, 
our mills haying acreed last summer to pay the ex- 
tra amount, recoguizing the fact that the lighter 
thecovering the greater the net weight of the raw 
material, and our factors sell most of such cotton to 
the factories.
